Governor Proclaims 
of April 13 to Teach 
Kindness to Animals 


Humane treatment of dumb ani- 
mals is urged upon the people ot 
Massachusetts by Governor Fuller in 
a special proclamation issued from 
the executive offices in the State 
House in which the Governor sets 
aside the week of April 13 as “Be- 
Kind-to-Animals Week.” 

In his proclamation, Governor Ful- 
lev says that “it is desirable that due 
observance be made of this week to 
the end that all may be reminded of 
the duty of considerateness, mercy 
mid fair treatment to every living 
‘creature. 

“Particularly is it desirable that 
‘during this week those intrusted with 
the education of our children should 
direct their attention to increased 
thoughtfulness, and care to the end 
that these animals which contribute 
so greatly to our comnion welfare re- 
ceive the kindly thoughi and sympa- 
thetic attention to which they are en- 
titled.” 

In the effert to promote a proper 
observance of “Kind to Animals 
Week,” the Department of Education 
and the Department on Conservation 
are co-operating wtth executive de- 
partment of Massachusetts and. it is 
understood, in all of the public 
schools in the State special exercises 
will be held. Speakers will explain 
to the pupils not only the importance 
of being kind to animals, but also 
something of the practical side of 
caring for horses and cows. 

William A. lL. Bazeley. Commis- 
sioner of Conservation, said that the 
practical aspect of the week's devo- 
tion to the treatment and care of 
domestic animals, not only those 
which are ordinarily treated as pets 
but

“Few realize.” he said, “how large a 
property interest the citizens of the 
state have in the horses and the cows.

Representatives of many of Bos- 
ton’s largest retail stores as well as 
business houses in other parts of the 
State snoke for favorable recom- 
mendation to the Legislature by the 
committee, The insurance interests 
also were well represented. 

Frank G. Fitzpatrick of the Brown 
Durrell Company was the first speak- 
er for the proposed law. He said that 
the business men who have pur- 
chased reciprocal insurance for many 
years could testify that it is not 
only a great economy but that the 
protection it gives Is invaluable be- 
cause of the inspection service af- 
forded ‘by the reciprocal insurance | 
companies which, he added, is very 
rigid. 

John Barber, general counsel for 
the Berkshire Mutual Life Insurdnee 
Company, a Massachusetts concern, 
spoke in favor of the plan on eco- 
nomic grounds. He said that reci- 
i procal insurance is in operation in 
40 states and that Massachusetts 
should not longer remain in the 
background. He recalled that reci- 
procal insurance concerns’ from 
other states are operating in Massa- 
chusetts but that they are under no 
regulation and are not paying taxes. 
He insisted that thev be placed at 
once under state control and made to 
pay their share of the taxes. 

In reply to an observation by a 
committeeman that various sorts of 
insurance except life would be per- 
mitted under the, proposed law as 
recommended by the special joint 
commission, he said he would be en- 
tirely willing to see life insurance 
included since, in fact, there is little 
difference between mutual insurance 
and reciprocal ineurance. 

Benjamin White of 
Marsh Company said:

We have used it many years 
and are well satisfied with it.” 

Frederick Vorenbere of the Gil- 
ehrist Company, urgéd a favorable 
Teport for reciprocal insurance by the 
committee.

British Refuse Request of 
Communist Party for

LONDON, March 1—The British 
Labor Party is now finding itself in 
a position of acute difficulty arising 
out of the decisions at the last an- 
nual conference that Communists 
should be eliminated from the party. 

Three separate resolutions were 
passed. There were large majorities 
for two of them, and no trouble has 


arisen in carrying out the jnstruc- 
tions @émbodied in them. The first 
rejected the application of the Com- 
munist Party for affiliation to the 
Labor Party. 

The second provided that no per- 
son who is a member of the Com- 
munist Party shall be eligible to be a 
Labor candidate, either in a parlia- 
mentary or local council election. 


Communists Excluded 
The third, which has created the 
difficulty, laid it down that no mem- 
ber of the Communist Party shall be 


eligible for membership in the Labor 
Party. The fear that this policy 
would prove to be impracticable was 
reflected in the vote, the resolution

This vulcanizes the rubber 
to the gutta-percha inner ball, sets 
up a chemical action between the gas- 
forming ingredients, and also inflates 
the ball. The mold is then put into 
ice-cold water and the ball finally 
covered with felt as usual. The chief 
result is that the standards of com- 
pression and bounce can now be 
exactly established.

Portrait of Sir Henry Vane 


‘to Be Hung in State House 


Comes From England as Joint Gift of Lord Barnard 
and Massachusetts Society of Colonial Wars— 
Complete Set of Portraits Is Sought 


An original portrait, artist un- 
known, 6f Sir Henry Vane, who 
served as Governor of the Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony in 1636-7 has ar- 
rived from England at the Boston 
Customs House and soon will be 
hung in the State House as an ad- 
dition to the collection of portraits, 
busts, statues, bas-reliefs and tab- 
lets in honor of Colonial and Pro- 


nent in Plymouth and Massachusetts 
Bay history. 

The portrait of Sir Henry was 
bought from an English dealer by 
Lord Barnard of Raby Castle, Lord 
Barnard betng a descendant of Sir 
Henry Vane. The portrait comes to 
Massachusetts as the joint gift of 
Lord Barnard and the Massachusetts

HE quest for the Holy Grail 
Loe ended; the Lost Tribes of 
Israel have been variously and 
sufficiently identified; but fishing for 


sunken continents goes merrily on.‘ 


Comes Mr. Lewis Spence, whose pur- 
pose is “to place the study of the 
whole problem on a more accurate 


basis than has yet been attempted in 
recent times.” He very temperately 
states that although certain of his 
arguments may be traversed, that 
will not in any way alter his belief in 
the basic truth of his contention 
“that the wreck of Atlantis sleeps 
beneath the sea.” One may examine 
a few of the reasons why Mr. Spence 
refuses to let sleeping wrecks lie. 
Plato in the “Timzus” gives an ac- 
count of this island which was sup- 
posed to have been of continental 
proportions and to have lain some- 
where outside the Pillars of Her- 
cules. Some of its inhabitants had 
invaded Northern Africa and Wes:- 
ern Europe,

Mr. Spence’s general approach to 
the “archmological evidence” is after 
the following manner.

“official archmologists” (with the ex- 
ception of Elliot Smith and his 
school, who..refer all origins to 
Egypt) are usually loth to commit 
themselves as to the places of origin 
of the various cultures, Mr. Spence 


they were ever joined to the main- 
land. They were certainly peopled 
from Africa during the Neolithic 
period by scattering groups who 
made their way out to the archi- 
pelago in crude boats or on rafts. 
Mr. Spence does not explain why the 
Azores and Maderia were unin- 
habited when discovered and why no 
archmological remains have been 
found on these islands. 

A great portion of this book is 
given over to the discussion of tra- 
ditional evidence, which the author 
believes to be partly true, but which 
the critical reader will regard with 
profound skepticism.

This allusive but close-knit poem 
is cast in the shape of an argument 
between the members of a trinity 
which is announced by Mr. Alding- 
ton to represent “a man of our own 
time, one who is by temperament 
more fitted for an art than a scien- 
tific civilization.” The “I” of this 
trinity is the narrator and chief 


jactor; “Mezzetin” is that side of him 


which stands for “art, youth, satire, 
irresponsible gayety, liberty’; and 
“the Conjuror” is “age, science, 
righteous cant, solemnity, authority

STEEL SECURITIES 


NEW YORK, March 11—Charles MM. 
Schwab, returning from Europe, said: 

“I have read with interest the report 
alleging tax evasion by the United 
States Steel Corporation, but the peo- 
ple should bear in mind that corpora- 
tions like U. S. Steel had to expand 
enormously to meet war needs. After 
the war it was necessary to deflate the 
enterprises, and a large amount of de- 
preciation had to be taken into con- 
sideration. 

“There is no industry I know of 
making a poorer return on its invest- 
ment than the steel industry. The re- 
turn doesn't represent anything like 
book value of the stocks. The book 
value of U. 8S. Steel stock is about $283 
a share, and the return is not at all 
comparable to this valuation. I look 
for steel companies to yield a better 
return to their investors in the future. 

“There is danger of a certain amount 
of foreign competition in steel. I was 
told by a railroad man a short time agw 
he could buy rails abroad $7 to $9 a 
|ton cheaper than he could get them 
laid down here, and I asked whv he dil 
‘not buy them. His answer was to smile 
at me. The answer is that a ton of rails 
repr esents five to six tons of freight.

Holding or Selling 


It is easy to see that if all 
stocks had heen in the hands 
companies or individuals not en- 
gageac in marketing at retail, when 
more than two months ago it bhe- 
came apparent that we were headed 
for underproduction and overcon- 
sumption, prices would have ad- 
vanced immediately and sharply. 
But most of the large refiners mar- 
ket at retail, or, in a measure of 
retajl, through numerous = small 
dealers. 

In conBequence of this fact, and 
because they have a more or less 
fixed expense in sales organization 
and marketing facilities, with estab- 
lished trade to preserve, they are 
not quick to act upon appearances; 
they are not so free to adopt a policy 
of holding and not ‘selling their 
stocks. Yet finally. and in the last 
analysis, the advantage of holding 
as against selling is the thing that 
causes a price change to be ini- 
tiated. 


Economic Law Controls 


It is not a matter of edict. 
On the contrary, it is the result of 
an inexorable’ law. True, the mar- 
keters must and do decide what they 
will do, and so far as I Know each 
decides for’ himself, but the deci- 
sions ‘are indueed by considerations 
somewhat similar to those which 
would induce one to leave a rail- 
road track upon:the approach of an 
express train. They are inevitable 
decisions, 
if a company is selling. gasoline at 
a low price, and foresees a dimin- 
‘ished supply and-better prices in 
the near future, meaning also a- 
higher price for the new. stocks 
which it must: have, it will natu- 
rally prefer toehold for the future 
market ‘rather than continue sell- 
ing at’ the low price. It aecordingly 
increasés its price, being perfectly 
willigg to forgo sales at the old 
price. and thereby accumulate or 
conserve stocks. It is the exact re- 
verse of the pictare whengincregsed 
supply. and, lower. prices are fore- 
seen, when the effort is to realize 
on prevailing prices and go into the 
low price pgriod with small stocks. 
The general market outlook af- 
fects virtually all marKéters the 
same way. Having the same sources 
of information, they see the same 
picture, especially if it is plain. So 
when one makes a pricé ‘increasé 
others are likely to follow. There 
may exist the Qhought and the hope

Revives Some Old Scores 


PHILADELPHIA, March 7 (Special 
Correspondence)—This week's pro- 
gram of the Philadelphia Orchestra 
consisted partly of music old in point 
of time of composition, but not 
antiquated from the standpoint of 
musical beauty, together with one of 
the great masterpieces of modern or- 
chestral writing, the “Schéhérazade”’ 
suite of Rimsky-Korsakoff. 

The concert began with the Trum- 
pet Prelude of Purcell, a composition 
discovered by Mr. Stokowski in 
England some time ago and played 
earlier in the season. It was suc- 
cessfully repeated at. this week's 
concerts, with Mr. Cohen, first trum- 
pet of the orchestra, playing the 
brilliant solo part. 

The second number was the ever- 
beautiful suite in B minor for flute 
and strings of Johann Sebastian 
Bach. It is one of the best examples 
in existence of writing for the flute, 
and difficult to’ perform despite the 
mechanical changes which have 
been made in the instrument in 200 
years. William M. Kincaid, first 
flutist of the orchestra, played the 
solo part superbly throughout, with 
great beauty of tone and perfection of 
phrasing, and unfailing judgment as 
to the relation of the solo part to 
the accompaniment. The work has 
been performed many times in Phil- 
adelphia, but never better than at 
this pair of concerts. At the close of 
the number, Mr. Kincaid received a 
deserved ovation. 

The Bach number was followed by 
the Felix Mottl excerpts from three 
of the operas of Gluck, “Iphigénie in 
Aulide.” “Armide” and “Orphée.”

BERLIN, Feb. 16 (Special Corre- 


| spondence)—-A new oratorio, called 


“Jesus of Nazareth,” by Gerhard von 
Keussler, was heard in the Berlin

Schumann conducted the choir of the 
Singakademie, one of the oldest choir 
institutions in the world.

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EDITORIALS 


One conclusion is unavoidable from a study 
of conditions surrounding the production and 
distribution of gasoline 
in the United States, as 
disclosed by answers to 
the questionnaire re- 
cently printed in several 
issues of this newspa- 
per. It is that this in- 
dustry, like some others 
: which have been affect- 
ed by those intluences which seem: more or less 
unavoidable in cases where there has been what 
might be called an abnormal growth and a sud- 
den development, is not regulated upon a sound 
economic basis. There has existed the fear, 
unfounded or reasonable, that the supply of 
the crude oil from which gasoline is obtained 
Will suddenly be found to be inadequate to sup- 
ply the constantly increasing demand. Whether 
this fear is groundless or not, the people, those 
comprising the great army of ultimate con- 
sumers, have reaeted to it, seldom pausing to 
ask the reason wi” They have paid whatever 
has been demanded, congratulating themselves 
when the price dropped, and more or less will- 
ingly meeting whatever advances -have been 
decreed. 

But the inquisitive consumer seems to have 
realized that there is never an actual shortage 
of gasoline, no matter how high the price. 
When beef sells for a dollar a pound, eggs ata 
dollar a dozen, and potatoes at twice that 
amount per bushel, those who have the money 
to buy are never told that their wants cannot 
be supplied. It will.be remembered that in the 
lL nited States. as well as elsewhere, during the 
anxious menths of the war, the declared short- 
- uge of sugar and flour resulted in a curtailment 
of.the use of these products. No one really ob- 
jected to these general restrictions, but the sat- 
isfaction in having complied with them would 
have been greater had it not been shown that 
during all the time when this alleged shortage 
was being talked of, warehouses everywhere 
were actually filled with sugar. It was no par- 
ticular satisfaction that speculators who sought 
to make still larger profits at the expense of 
their neighbors and who held their stocks too 
long, lost heavily by the process. 

An unbiased appraisal of the gasoline and 
crude oil problem in the light of admissions 
made by those who have attempted to answer 
the direct queries propounded in the Monitor 
questionnaire makes it apparent that there is 
a disposition on the part of those in control ot 
the larger producing and distributing agencies 
to capitalize and make immediately profitable 
some future and possibly remote necessity. It 
may be-that the time will come when there will 
be a diminished production of petroleum in the 
United States and in the other great oil fields 
of the world. But that contingency can hardly 
justify the imposition of a burden upon present- 
day consumers which will guarantee the pro- 
ducers against loss a dozen or a score of vears 
hence, 

The actual problem of the producers, it bas 
been made apparent. is not that of being unable 
io meet the demand for gasoline, but of over- 
production and a consequent flooding of the 
market, with the necessity of price reductions. 
This was disclosed by a report from Kansas 
City, published in this paper on March 7, of the 
meeting then being held of the Western Petro- 
leum Refiners’ Association. The president of 
that organization, Mr. F. A. Pielsticker, was 
quoted as saying that overproduction in the 
industry is its worst enemy. ‘‘We ended the 
consuming season of 1924 with stocks consid- 
erably lower than in 1923," he said, “and 
thereby benefited the entire industry.’’ He con- 
tinued by observing that it was in the power of 
the refiners of the Mid-Continent field, who 
control 62.5 per cent of the oil production of 
the United States, to ‘‘make this vear just what 
we want it to be.” The method of procedure 
was described by him thus:

line for promotion. It has never been insisted, 
so far as known, that in applying the seniority 
rule it was incumbent upon a Democratic 
majority to retain in or advance to a chairman- 
ship a Republican whose only qualification was 
that of years of continuous service. Republican 
majorities have been as generously exempted 
from the rule in making their appointments. 
Thus analyzed, the process of selection, ad- 
vancement, or demotion, is one prescribed and 
regulated, not by the constituents of the mem- 
bership, but by precedent and by the consent of 
those applying it.. The qualification par excel- 
lence, that of vears of service having been met, 
is party regularity. That, unfortunately, is some- 
thing which the constituents of-a senator, once 
elected, are powerless to control. In the case of 
Senator La Follette, for instance, it may be in- 
sisted that at the time of his last election in 
Wisconsin he was, at least nominally, a Republi- 
can. He was so accepted and regarded in previ- 
ous committee assignments, despite the fact that 
he perhaps would have had some difficulty in 
establishing a claim to party regularity. Indeed 
he has not, in recent vears, attempted to es- 
tablish any such claim. But subsequent to his 
election in November, 1922, and long before the 
meeting of the Republican national convention 
in 1924, he voluntarily deserted his party and 
inaugurated a campaign which led to his nomi- 
nation as a third-party candidate for the Presi- 
dency. It is a matter of public record that in the 
months preceding the election he openly advo- 
cated the defeat of President Coolidge, and in 
some states urged the election of Democratic 


senators as the best means of preventing the 


adoption of what are called the Coolidge policies. 

No convincing claim of party regularity can be 
based on such a record of profegsion and per- 
formance. His constituents are hardly in a posi- 
tion to insist that their rights are being disre- 
garded by the Senate majority, even if they 
care to claim that their confidence has been mis- 
placed. The election returns trom Wisconsin 
show that the voters of that State were willing 
to applaud the very “irregularity” which Senator 
Borah now seems to believe should be condoned 
or overlooked. There is nothing in the action ot 
the Senate majority to prevent Senator La Fol- 
lette. or Senator Brookhart, or Senators Ladd 
and Frazier, the three others whom it is pro- 
posed to relegate to minor positions on_ the 
standing committees. from voting absolutely in 
accordance with the known wishes of their con- 
stituents. It is not sought to curtail or limit their 
constitutional privileges as representatives of 
sovereign states. 

It is the accepted theory of every democracy 
that the majority shall rule. The people of the 


‘United States have, as emphatically as possible, 


indorsed the so-called Coolidge policies, and 
have delegated to the party of which the Presi- 
dent is the titular leader the authority to make 
those policies effective. The four gentlemen in 
whose behalf Senator Borah has interposed a 
technical defense are not to be denied the privi- 
lege of aiding in this behalf. But it seems to be 
the intention of the Senate majority to see to it 
that they do not likewise enjoy the privilege of 
conuittee chairmen in making impossible the 
consideration and adoption of measures which 
some of them. at least, have persistently and 
openly opposed. President Coolidge is quoted 
as having said that he approves the act of the 
Senate majority, not as a measure of discipline 
but as making for efficiency. This expresses 
the common sense view of the whole matter. 


The British Labor Party as represented in 
Parliament has passed a resolution empower- 
ing its executive to look 
into and report upon 
“(a) party discipline 
and unitv, and (hb) the 
attitude of the Labor 
press.” This is the out- 
come of two recent inci- 
) dents in the House of 
Commons of undoubted 
importance, though more susceptible of ex- 
planation than has appeared from accounts of 
them published in some London newspapers. 

In both of the incidents referred to, what is 
known as Labor's Clydeside wing, which com- 
prises extreme Socialists. mostly from Glasgow, 
has refused to obey party orders. One of them 
was where a number of these representatives 
challenged a vote for the Prince of Wales’ tour 
expenses, which the Labor Party as a body had 
agreed to support. Another was the refusal of 
the same Left wing to honor a compact made 
by Mr. Ramsay MacDonald for expediting 
minor business to enable the Government’s 
Safeguarding of Industries proposals to be de- 
bated effectively. In both of these instances 
recognized aythority was so seriously defied as 
for the time being to prevent the party's act- 
ing as a political whole. The resultant situa- 
tion has been complicated by the lightness of 
the view taken of it in the Labor press, since 
this has made it easier for Conservatives and 
Liberals to claim that Mr. MacDonald's follow- 
ing is breaking up. 

Although warm words have passed on both 
sides, however, confidence is felt in informed 
Labor circles that no breach is imminent. It is 
pointed out in this connection that the Labor 
Party admits such individual freedom of opinion 
amongst its nembers that differences count for 
less than would be the case in any other political 
organization. The claim also is made that the 
threat of Conservative attack upon the system 
under which trades unions raise funds for politi- 
cal purposes has shown that the Labor Party 
can still act together effectively wherever first- 
class questions are concerned. 

A line of cleavage exists in so far that while 
the responsibilities of office have convinced thx 
less radical British Labor leaders that social- 
istic ideals have to be much toned down in 
practice, these ideals continue to be the work- 
aday program of a large proportion of their fol- 
lowers, many of whom are in warm sympathy 
with, even where nominally dissociated from. 
the extreme tenets of Communism. That an 
important section, headed by Mr. James 
Thomas, Mr. Philip Snowden, and Mr. John 
Clynes, has swung to some extent to the Right, 
leaving the Left to follow Mr. John Wheatley 
and Mr. David Kirkwood, while it increases 
the difficulties of Mr. MacDonald in keeping the 
two sections together, does not necessarily 
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imply that unity is at all gravely in danger. ‘ 
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Indeed, an illustration of this point was re- 
cently afforded when Mr. Kirkwood was sus- 
pended from the House for interrupting the 
foreign affairs debate. His suspension was im- 
mediately followed by a Labor Party vote of 
censure of the chair, which was withdrawn 
upon the Government agreeing to terminate 
the suspension.

havefat last decided to 
agree, at least upon one point that apparently 
appeals to them as being extremely vital. This 
is, according to a speaker before the American 
Congress of Internal Medicine, held in Washing- 
ton this week, that the American public “must 
be shown that there is no such thing as a medi- 
cal trust, but that we as doctors are interested 
in the personal welfare of our people, both in- 
dividually and collectively.” 

These remarks supplemented a statement 
made by the president of the American College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, Dr. Charles If. 
Mayo. who declared that physicians “are not 
doing their full duty in participating in the life 
of the community, and that idealists and cultists 
are getting their Jaws on the statute books.” 
This warning, if such it may be called, was 
seconded and emphasized by the first speaker 
referred to, who made the somewhat startling 
declaration that “cultism and fanaticism are 
sweeping the country.” Surely, if this is the 
case, tt is high time that the doctors reach a 
common understanding amoung themselves. Who 
would make bold to intimate that anv laws hay- 
ing to do with the physical welfare of the people 
of a community or country should be enacted 
without the approval of the medical doctors? 
Perhaps it has not occurred to our professional 
brethren that if the “idealists and cultists” are 
insisting upon a revision of the codes dealing 
with social and welfare problemis, it is because 
the gentlemen in whose behalf these speakers 
appear have already had far too much to do in 
placing those laws in national, state and munici- 
pal ordinances. 

But it is vain for these protesting gentlemen 
tO insist that they have just now become aware 
of the popular revulsion against the methods of 
that medical trust the existence of which they 
now find it wise to deny. No state legislature 
that has met within the last quarter of a century, 
it is safe to say, has been free from the influence 
which medical lobbyists have attempted to exert. 
Congressional action has for years been influ- 
enced in some degree by the activities of the 
medical trust. 
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It was not explained by the speakers just who 
‘were meant 


to be included in the classification 
of “idealists and cultists.”” Kvidently they are 
organizations and individuals whose interests, 
to sav the least, are not the same as those of the 
docters. The terms also employed, “cultism and 
fanaticism,” have an unpleasant sound. The 
doctors probably had no difficulty in agreeing 
that the activities of all such agitators should 
be discouraged and effectively silenced. Per- 
haps this agreement would not have been as 
easily or as quickly reached had the speakers, 
instead of applying what they intended as some- 
What opprobrious designations, confined them- 
selves to the plain statement of a simple fact. If 
they had chosen to state, for instance, that be- 
cause of the admitted failure of many once 
cherished medical theories, and because of the 
selfish determination of the medical doctors to 
compel a universal acceptance of the prescrip- 
tions of a dominant school of medicine under 
the flimsy guise of statutory ukase, uncounted 
thousands of people, not only in America, but 
throughout the world, were rising in righteous 
indignation against a continuance of the yery 
methods which it is now sought to defend, the 
agreement would not have been reached at all. 
It may be true that there are idealists and 
cultists, but it will be news to everybody to be 
told that there is no medical trust. 


hiditorial Notes 


Old German marks, reads a recent news item, 
will cease to be legal tender in Germany after 
July 5. And it goes on to say that holders of 
these marks must exchange them for the new 
gold reichsmark, on the basis of 1,000,000,- 
000,000 old German marks for one reichsmark. 
Incidentally, the reichsmark is worth a little 
less than an American quarter or an English 
shilling. Of course, with the fall of the mark 
in this way to virtually nothing in value go 
the hopes of those wh@-in the few years past 
expected to make a fortune out of their specu- 
lation in marks. Perhaps it is hardly kind to 
sav “I told. vou so,” but one may justifiably re- 
call that farseeing financial advisers from the 
very start warned against speculation in this 
paper currency. And when it is remembered 
that the speculators had it all planned out how 
they were going to make large profits out of 
the misfortunes of a poverty-stricken people, 
is it easy to say exactly who is to blame for the 
present condition or who is entitled to svm- 
pathy? 


Pope's “windy satisfaction of the tongue” 
was not exemplified the other day in the city 
council chamber of Boston, Mass., and one 
wonders if such a feat as occurred there on 
the occasion in question has ever been, or ever 
will be, duplicated. The city council chamber, 
one reads in a published account of the inci- 
dent, was the scene of the event and the city 
councilmen were the actors. They met: they 
adjourned. The interval was fifteen minutes. 
And not a single councilman made a speech!

A Trip Into the Countryside in Japan 


Hirosaki, Japan 

The globe trotter who really sees the globe breaks 
away, early in his journeying, from the port cities of 
the lands he visits. Much can be learned in the port 
cities. But what one learns there is not the foreign 
country at all, but rather the port city interpretation 
of it. Up here,-in this section of Japan, port cities and 
the trappings of civilization as the West knows it are 
remote. But even here, to journey out from our city to 
the countryside opens up the vistas of a wholly new 
Japan from that which flows past our door. 

Such an inland journey fell to my lot with the third- 
year class of our school wheh it set forth, not long since, 
on its annual excursion. We started out by train—a 
noisy, boisterous lot of us, for high school lads in Japan 
are not different from those in any other land. The rail- 
road journey, itself, was not uninteresting. Towns are 
named here in Japan on much the same plan as in the 
United States. And a study of those names leads in 
many unusual directions. 

For example, our own city, Hirosaki, is written with 
two ideographs, “hiro,” meaning broad, and “‘saki,’’ mean- 
ing in front of. That, obviously, is a meaningless combi- 
nation until one is informed that tradition declares that 
the sea, long ago, extended its arm into this section and 
that “saki’ means peninsula as well as “in front of.” 

> + + 

Thus, the next village, “Kawabe,’ is unintelligible 
so far as the meaning of the characters is concerned—- 
one meaning “river” and the other “division.” But the 
combination, to the proficient student of Japanese, is 
intelligible as ‘‘near the river,’ which. since the river 
comes into sight with the town, seems a reasonable 
enough interpretation. 

Qur hike, that first day, was of eighteen miles. For 
three hours we plodded through a great plain. “Plain” 
io the Japanese means, of course, among the’ paddy fields. 
The rice here was all cut. Part of it still stood about in 
little shocks. Some of it was being removed to the barns 
or to larger stacks near the frame buildings. Before 
many weeks now the flails will be swinging and the 
harvested rice carried on pack horses and the backs of 
men to the markets. The rice crop_is short this year and 
already the price is. high. 

Across the plain we came to the “Valley of the 
Clouds” that led up into the foothills. An hour or so 
of puffing climbing and we are at the pass. At the pass, 
incidentally. | add another character to my list. Moun- 
tain pass is designated by the character for “mountain” 
with that for “up and down.” The business of language 
learning would be easy were all expressions as simple 
that. At our left, as we pause on the summit. is a 
little cluster of peaks: “‘Well Peak,” Little Peak, Little 
Chicken Peak, Red Storehouse, Great Storehouse. Sulphur 
Storehouse and Stone Storehouse.

Qur path beyond the summit is easily found. ‘The map 
we use is too complete to allow for mistakes. Not a 
detail is missing. The whole of Japan is covered with 
maps as perfect as this. This particular one covers a 
territory about twelve miles across by fourteen miles 
long. Maps of adjacent territory fit into this one with 
a nicety. EBlevation is indicated by faint lines. The names 
of villages, cities, rivers, hills and mountains—all ure 
given. Temples, shrines and churches are also marked, 
as well as mines, hot springs. post offices, schools und 
a long list of other details. All this—and much more 
is shown in one color on a page that will not blur. It 
is doubtful if any country in the world so painstakingly 
provides its travelers with safeguards.

Japan. It is late twilight when we arrive at the inn, ané 
in a few moments the night has come down from the 
hills. A lamp on our latticed porch swings weirdly to 
and fro in the little wind that blows. A feathery mist 
drifts through the wide windows. The slice of a mew 
moon tips over the paddy fields of Cold Stream Valley. 
A little maiden, bowing low, comes in with our steaming 
bowl of rice. We eat it seated on the floor. The maiden 
bows in again and removes the bow!. The boisterous- 
ness of our younger hikers is over. The hike has been 
stiff for the first day. Tomorrow we traverse another, 
and higher, mountain pass. Tonight we have earned an 
early rest on our bed of padded Japanese quilts.

With rice and bean-curd for breakfast, we were off. 
the whole troop of us—in the early morning. The mists 
still hung over the valley. Farmers were at work in 
their paddy fields. Gray threads of smoke rose in 
leisurely fashion from above the peasant houses. Little 
children, early abroad, stopped their playing to watch 
us as we hiked along. 

A day later, after a night at another inn. we entered 
the deep valley of the Towada River. Towada Lake, our 
destination, lay just beyond us. The valley widened, as 
we journeyed on, then narrowed and soon became more 
of a gorge. Cliffs of rock rose to a height of 300 feet 
beside our path. Maples clinging to these cliffs were in 
the brightest lathes and rimmed the rocks with fire. 

Places of interest. as we hiked, were carefully marked. 
There was first the “Ascending-to-Heaven” bridge: then 
the “Spring Rainy Season Valley,” and on to “Bright- 
Green-Purple Valley,’ where the ferns and mosses were 
vellow-green, the leaves above were yellow, and the sun- 
light slanting through patched the ground with warm 
colors. 

Beyond, the waterfalls were of great variety: some 
roaring and wild: others thin threads of water spinning 
over the cliffs. The falls, too, were well named: “De- 
scending Clouds Falls,” “White Thread,” “White Cloth,” 
“White Silk,” and one “Bottle Neck Falls.” which resem- 
bled a miniature Niagara. ‘

Lake Towuada we sighted about noon-—-a great, blue 
jewel set in the wooded hills. Two arms of the lake 
project to the south toward sentinel cliffs of gray that 
rose several hundred feet above it. Legend tells that. 
dim ages ago, a Buddhist monk, Nansbobo by name, was 
commissioned with the task of going about the earth 
reciting the Holy Scriptures in search of a beautiful 
spot. He wore iron sandals, and when these were worn 
through he would find himself at his destination. After 
weary wanderings he came to rest on a high rock by 
the side of Lake Towada. At a shrine. high on one of 
these gray sentinels, are scores of little metal sandals 
brought as signs of thankfulness for good fortune by 
the devoted. 

The next morning we waited for the sun on a Bill 
1000 feet above the lake. It came and touched the tops 
of the trees with gold and dipped into the valley and 
set the lake aflame. Off toward the plains the paddy fields 
were gray in the early morning. Below us the sentinels 
of the old Buddhist monk looked forbiddingly down the 
valley. A cool wind stirred off the mountains. Japan. 
after all. was a fairvland—and never so much a fairv- 
land as in the early morning, with the new sun, and the

The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in Rome 


Rome, March 11 

As soou as information was received in Rome of a 
settlement of the dispute regarding the Tacna-Arica 
provinces, the Chilean Ambassador called on the Ameri- 
cul Ambassador, Henry P. Fletcher, to thank him on be- 
half of his Government for having been instrumental in 
settling .the dispute, which had been disturbing the 
friendly relations of Chile and Peru. For the last forty 
years Peru and Chile’ have been disputing the possession 
of the two small provinces, but no satisfactory agreement 
could be arrived at. In 1921, Mr. Fletcher took the in- 
itiative, with the approval of the Secretary of State, 
Charles E. Hughes, in proposing arbitration by the Amer- 
ican President. The State Department has handed down 
its decision, and the Chilean Ambassador called upon the 
American Embassy to express the gratitude of his Gov- 
ernment for Mr. Fletcher's intervention. 

A significant mark of the interest which the [talian 
Government attaches to foreign affairs is afforded by the 
unremitting efforts to improve the material conditions 
in the Italian diplomatic service. Necessary credits have 
been passed by Parliament for the purchase of new build- 


ings in many foreign capitals, with a view to giving to« 


the Italian representative abroad a dignified residence. 
Over 8,000,000 lire have been provided for the acquisition 
or fitting up of stately palaces into ambassadorial resi- 
dences. New embassies are under tonstruction in Wash- 
ington, Tokyo and Belgrade, while Villa Glukstadt in 
Copenhagen and a palace belonging to Count Thun in 
Prague have been acquired by the Italian Government. 
and will soon be converted into legations. Additional 
credits will be asked for the building of new legations at 
Athens, Budapest and Cairo, and new consulates at Nice, 
Tunis and Saloniki. Most of the furniture of the Italian 
embassies and legations is taken from the roval palaces 
which have been presented to the Italian State by the 
Sovereign since the war.

The young heir to the IKalian Throne, Prince Umberto, 
will shortly take up his residence in the ancient capital 
of the kingdom, Turin, where he will complete his mili- 
tary education at the local school of war. The title by 
which the Prince is known. Prince of Piedmont, is suf- 
ficient to prove the link which has united Turin and the 
House of Savoy for many centuries. Like his father, 
Prince Umberto could not receive the training of actual 
war, for he was a boy of eleven when the Great War 
broke out, but King Victor Emmanuel is taking every 
care that he should be made as good a soldier as is pos- 
sible in times of peace. Few Italian officers have gained 
a more exact understanding of a soldier's life than the 
Prince. He -will take up his abode in the royal palace. 
and. it is his intention to see the country and visit all 
the historic places of the, Province which are so _ in- 
timately connected with the early history of the Italian 
kingdom.

A new wing is to be added to Parliament House, 
Montecitorio, and the old buildings which surround the 
stately Chamber of Deputies are to be all demolished 
With a view to freeing the palace from its’ ugly surround- 
ings. Other improvements of a different character are also 
under consideration, but will not be carried out this year 
owing to lack of funds. Among the innovations which 
the new Speaker, Signor Antonio Casertano, has intro- 
cuced is the installation of electric bells in the Chamber 
to insure silence when the sittings become somewhat 
stormy, as is so often the case. The “sonnette” is 
already in force in the French Chamber. and Signor 
Casertano was very much impressed by its surprising 
effect when he assisted last year at an exciting debate 
in the French Chamber. The tone of this bell is so in- 
tense as to compel even the most violent agitators to 
become silent. The Speaker hopes in this way to put an 
end to disorders and to save himself the trouble of 
tinkling uselessly his silver bell.

The most interesting pavilion of the Florence Book 
Fair will be that devoted to journalism and its rapid 
developments from the day the first newspaper made its 
appearance in Italy down to modern times. Not only

be exhibited. It has not yet been ascertained which 
Italian city published the first newspaper, and both 
Venice and Rome claim the honor. It seems that Venice 
as early as 1563 issued daily, in newspaper form, the war 
bulletins recording the progress of the campaign Against 
Turkey. On the other hand, Rome claims the nearest and 
most genuine approach to a modern daily journal, the 
Diario di Roma, which was first published in the begin- 
ning of the eighteenth century.

As an instructor in physical exercises and games for 
the past twenty-five years, I would like to record my 
appreciation:of your editorial in the Monitor of Dec. 1» 
last, entitled “Mental Aspects of Recreation.” 

It is the detailed expression of an idea which I have 
been entertaining for the past seven vears, i. e., that 
the only correct mental attitude toward this subject 
must be based upon its character-forming qualities. 

What more natural and desirable expectation than 
that the object of this means of training should be the 
cultivation of such mental qualities as self-control, self- 
restraint, obedience to rules, respect of authority, mutual 
co-operation, unselfishness, alertness. etc. 

It seems to me very evident that the means have been 
too frequently regarded as the end. with the result that 
muscularity. body worship and record breaking is the 
cutcome. 

When it becomes more generally understood that 
health, vitality, activity, self-government. ete... are not 
properties of matter or body, bat are purely mental con- 
ditions, expressed as natural phenomena. then physical 
exercises will be viewed as an ethical. sanitary, social 
and economic influence.

This means that no fur-bearing animais, no matte? 
how insignificant, are safe, for practically every farmer 
who wishes to earn a little >with his gun or a trap is on 
the lookout for them. 

There is u great demand for cheap as well as costly 
furs, and many of the country districts are pretty well 
combed every winter to supply the trade. 

It is gratifving to see, in America, that birds are no 
longer used in millinery, and I hope the time is not far 
nistant when good women will similarly defy the fash- 
ions which are manipulated by those: whose sole motive 
is mercenary gain, and which seem to demand that they 
Vv.
